Shooting in self-Defense----No 
Arresin Made. 


Another of those sad occurrences which 
but too eften we have to record, occurred 
on the steamer Dan Able on Tuesiay 
last, during which a man named Crovo 
was shot in the head, and it is supposed 
the wound will prove fatal.
